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As a film director it's been my privilege to work with such talents 
as Steve McQueen, Pattie Duke, Robert Lansing and Ethel Waters. These 
performers are tops in their field because they have the magical ability 
to communicate. 

Right now I'd like to express myself about a young man who isn’t 
a movie star. He's not even known as a professional entertainer. But he's 
tops in his field because he, too, possesses this ability to communicate. 
He's not a comedian but he knows how to make people laugh. He's not 
a magician but even the professionals envy his ability to use comical 
magic illusions to captivate the attention of an audience. 

Larry Smith is an unusual guy. A native Canadian from Winnipeg, he 
grew up as a rugged individualist. He has many scars to prove it — from 
the gruelling game of ice hockey and from other misadventures of his 
youth. He is a strong competitor, excelling at football, baseball, basketball 
— anything he puts his hand to. Though he has little time to play, he is 
a remarkable golfer, shooting in the 70's. Those who know say he could 
make it on the professional golf circuit. 

But Larry's life was changed when he heard and received the mes- 
sage of Christ as a teenager. He had little contact with the church till 
then, and the change was marked. He knew he had to share with other 
young people what Christ meant to him. 

At the age of eight he had started contributing to the family income 
by working at various jobs. At seventeen when he faced the prospect of 
college with no money, he turned to the field that has become his special 
province — salesmanship. In less than three weeks he had made his 
company's "President's Club" and earned enough money to pay for his 
first semester's schooling. He can only sell what he believes in, but that 
he can sell like nobody's business. His contagious enthusiasm and 
logical presentation make him equally effective in the business world 
and on the platform. 

As a high school sophomore he represented Western Canada in the 
"International Teen Speaker Contest" sponsored by Youth for Christ 
International. 

Since graduating from college his work on behalf of two theatrical 
motion pictures, The Restless Ones, on teenage delinquency and Way 
Out, on narcotics addiction, have qualified him as an authority in the 
fields of delinquency and drug abuse. His association with actual 
"junkies" on the rooftops and basements of the drug infested areas of 


New York City have given him personal insight into the drug problem. 
Among his closest friends are members of the cast of ex-addicts who 
portray themselves in Way Out. 

He has also conducted scores of Youth Crusades and for a time 
worked with Charlie "Tremendous" Jones, one of the great salesmen 
and motivators of our time. 

Just recently his alma mater, Trinity College in Florida, presented 
him with a special award for outstanding achievement. 

Larry's special love is to work with teenagers. He understands their 
hangups and speaks their language. He is presently pursuing his first 
love as he travels throughout North America doing radio and TV inter- 
views in connection with the film Way Out. Larry also travels over 50,000 
miles a year appearing in high schools as an assembly speaker. This year 
he will speak face to face with over 500,000 teenagers. 

After an assembly at Linwood High School in Linwood, New Jersey, 
the Junior class president wrote: 

"Speaking for the entire Junior Class, I thought 
your presentation was the greatest, most awe- 
inspiring speech that I’ve heard. Throughout the 
day following your appearance I heard many stu- 
dents praising the entire assembly. Even the so- 
called 1 coolies ' or ' hippies ' enjoyed it." 

One of Larry’s most recent speaking engagements was in the Pitts- 
burgh area where he appeared with two nationally known recording 
groups before 1,500 teenagers. A newspaper reporter covering the event 
wrote: "Even before the next performer, Larry Smith, could reach the 
stage, the crowd of teens began their cheers. The speaker, a native of 
Winnipeg, Canada, had talked at Har-Brack High School and he wasn't 
forgoMen. Beginning his 'straight from the shoulder' discussion with a 
light humor, he continued with warnings against booze, pot and lack of 
respect. But Smith seemingly didn’t alienate his audience with these 
subjects — they listened attentively." 

This recording was made at Union High School in Union, New 
Jersey, and is itself convincing proof of Larry's love and acceptance by 
young people in the mod world. Part of his success has to be that just a 
few short years ago he himself was a teenager!

Julie London might best be described as the girl with the “come hither" 
voice. As she sings she injects a warm, intimate appeal into even the most trite 
lyric, so that the temperatures of all the male listeners soar right up to the zenith 
of the thermometer as the very first sensitive words percolate through the radio set 
or out of the grooves of a record. Julie is well experienced at whipping up the 
excitement of an audience a few seconds after she has appeared on the stage 
and commenced to slide her voice through a microphone. 

In this. Julie s first long playing album, her golden voice is handsomely offset 
bv Harney Kcsael's brilliant guitar playing and Ray Leatherwood's compelling, 
solid bass — a blending of three consummate skills to produce an intimate, sleek 
and sultry creative whole. 

This lithe and talented singing goddess has recently completed a highly 
successful engagement in Los Angeles at John Walsh's 881 Club, the Irish “Moulin 
Rouge". For ten exciting weeks the spacious club was packed with London 
devotees and fans, all determined to drink in every word being breathed by their 
idol, all jammed so tightly that they formed a solid human wall about the stage, 
leaving no room for any dancing. Local reporters complained that so tightly were 
the fans packed that they had great difficulty getting near enough to take any 
pictures, and it was just hopeless for them to try and get a personal interview 
afterwards. Julie's dressing room was always a mass of flowers, fervent fans and 
finery. 

A performer who radiates charm and friendliness. Julie is a beautiful, 
piquant and yet unassuming young woman who has flaxen hair, and eyes as blue 
as South Sea lagoons; she has enough sex appeal to stampede a Rotary luncheon; 
her figure alone could revive the imagination of a dying hermit. All these 
qualities are evident in her soft, husky, furry singing style. Her choice of numbers 
in this album is just right— ranging from / love you to Cry me a river, the latter 
being a lush, lachrymose item written especially for Julie by her childhood 
friend, Arthur Hamilton. Cry me a river, when heard by fellow members of the 
radio and musical profession, created an instantaneous and enthusiastic reaction. 
As a result of this uniform response. Liberty Records, who have Julie under 
contract, issued Cry as a best-selling single record. (Incidentally, the next long 
playing album planned for Julie will be called "About The Blues", and Arthur 
Hamilton nas written another potential best-seller for it entitled Bouquet of 
blues.) 

Julie has already appeared in several films, including "The Fat Man”. "Tap 
Roots". "Task Force". "The Return Of The Frontiersman" and row in prepara- 
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tion. "The Fighting Chance" In the field of entertainment, where competition is ...

Let’s put it in anothci way— if, within a few months after this album is 
re. cased. Julie London isn’t at the summit of the singing world, then it means 
that the whole listening public has suddenly lost its sense of values 

"Julie Is Her Name" was recorded in Hollywood during August, 1955 
Bobby 1 roup pioduccd the session and the expert engineer was John Neal 
Liberty's Spectra Sonic Sound is a proces- which incorporates the use of an 
advance design ot the famed lelcfunkcn microphope in conjunction with Altec 
Lansing power amplifiers and Ampcx Recorders. This combination, plus special 
microphoning and studio aioustics, has been utilized to icproducc a brilliant 
sound. It seems that when you play this record Julie London s wonderful voice 
is really in the same room. You can't resist just glancing behind your record 
cabinet to make certain she isn't there. 

The thirteen songs which comprise this album are not in ihc true sense 
identical, yet they have one thing in common: an air of bittersweet love. Even 
the merry lyrics seem to say il there is a sweet impermanence about things, 
the marigold will lose its yellow; spring will not last forever; not all butterflies 
will stay genial 

Yet the singer is a sharp contradiction of this proposition. She's a happy 
creature, full of summertime. To be more specific, she's an adroitly arranged 
1 10 pounds, an actress of real merit, and at the moment, the .lewcst and most 
sought-after supper club entertainer on the West Coast. 

Her voice is unique. It is not one of those Broadway show voices which turn 
the pit band into a distant fife. Nor will she ever make La Scala without serious 
diplomatic intervention. Her voice is smaller, a good deal more exact and 
perfectly true. Given such a superb musical accompaniment by ihe famed jazz 
guitarist Barney Kessel and bassist Ray Leatherwood, her personality has been 
fully captured on this record. 

She opens the first side quietly with Say it isn't so, yet her rendering of the 
theme carries tremendous implications. It suggests that this is not a single case of 
lost love, but rather every case of lost love that ever happened, a kind of 
national anthem for the lonely. It never entered my mind is turned by Julie into 
a genuine ode of icgret, she really tugs at the heart-strings with this interprets 
tion. Easy Street, which follows, finds Julie bearing out the mood ot the title 
with a casual, relaxed method of expression. After listening to this song 
S’ wonderful hits one like a bomb! The number only lasts for ninety seconds, and 
seems even shorter because of the quick bursts of immaculate phrasing The 
track is only disagreeable because it s over before you’ve had enough Fortu- 
nately, however, this is a record and you can keep going back to the song It's 
certain that you will, too! No moon at all is sung by Julie in almost confidential 
fashion. She sounds husky, forbidden, conveying the impressions of a mysterious 
night, an elusive yet strangely enchanting voice. Then, maintaining the air of 
mystery she sings Laura, that wonderful film theme which has inspired so many 
singers and musicians ever since it first appeared. Listening to Julie's version is 
a haunting, unforgettable experience. Gone with the wind is another fine gift to 
the listener, but don't think that Julie has run out on you so soon. Just flip over 
the record and she's there again. 

Cry me a river, which has all the qualities of a blues lament, is a real 
tribute to the talents of its composer, Arthur Hamilton. In this particular case, 
the beautiful Julie is heard commanding a mythical tormentor to "cry a river". 

/ should care, a standard favourite for a number of years, finds her voice singing 
wistfully out of tempo at the outset, then gaining in intensity as the accompani- 
ment plays warmly behind her. I'm in the mood for love contains a lyric that 
has always strongly hinted at the pleasures of love; sung by Julie, the issue is 
sufficiently urged to make many an old man in bathrobe and slippers forget for 
a moment that such things arc a matter of memory. I'm glad there is you has a 
more straight-to-the-point love lyric; Julie doesn't pull any punches as she 
weaves her way through the imaginative words. Can't help lovin' dat man. 
despite its youthful emphasis, has a rather autumnal air when sung properly, 
in short, when sung the way that Julie tackles it here. To complete the album, 
she sings / love you, and she seems to make the lyric her own. making the 
listener think that the song couldn't possibly be expressed in any othei way 

After playing through this record you'll be left waiting impatiently for the 
emergence of her next album In the meantime, however, you still have the 
security of this one; go back to the beginning of this album, and you'll have the 
great experience of hearing her magical, wonderful voice all over again

HELPING THE STUTTERER 


The most frequent cause of stuttering is shock. These shocks are varied and many. Stutterers 
<3re usually shy and timid and it is important to try to help them towards confidence. Many 
stutterers are anemic and nervous, therefore need cod liver oil, iron and extra vitamins. It 
is important to understand that stuttering is not a habit - but fears and anxieties are habits. 

At a time when the student is receptive to a confidential talk, it is good to try to bring out 
the fears and anxieties which cause the stuttering, and to discuss these fears calmly and with 
understanding. Try together to work out a solution to any outward situation or the inward 
disturbance that is the real cause of the fear, which in turn causes the stuttering. Discuss 
the stuttering quietly and without emotion. Cultivate a calm, tolerant, helpful attitude. 

Ask the stutterer to tell you about a tragic occurrence he has experienced because of his 
stuttering. It will surprise him to find that in retrospect it doesn't seem so bad. When fear 
is followed by pleasantness, fear is decreased. Encourage him to talk about things that make 
him unhappy or frighten and disturb him. When these fears have been exposed, they become 
less fearsome, and often the disturbing element can be eliminated or greatly diminished. 

Other important suggestions: Try to lead the student into a relaxed mood before each practice 
session with these Speech Correction Records. Keep the records in their protective jackets, 
together with his own mirror, always readily available for practice. Try to provide a quiet, 
private area or room where the student will know that he will not be interrupted while he is 
working with his records. Results can be obtained only if the records are used faithfully, 
according to directions, and with respect to the student's need for peace, quiet, tranquility 
and privacy. The family as a whole should cooperate fully in order to achieve best results.

As a film director it’s been my privilege to work with such talents 
as Steve McQueen, Pattie Duke, Robert Lansing and Ethel Waters, These 
performers are tops in their field because they have the magical ability 
to communicate. 

Right now I'd like to express myself about a young man who isn’t 
a movie star. He's not even known as a professional entertainer. But he’s 
tops in his field because he, too, possesses this ability to communicate. 
He’s not a comedian but he knows how to make people laugh. He’s not 
a magician but even the professionals envy his ability to use comical 
magic illusions to captivate the attention of an audience. 

Larry Smith is an unusual guy. A native Canadian from Winnipeg, he 
grew up as a rugged individualist. He has many scars to prove it — from 
the gruelling game of ice hockey and from other misadventures of his 
youth. He is a strong competitor, excelling at football, baseball, basketball 
— anything he puts his hand to. Though he has little time to play, he is 
a remarkable golfer, shooting in the 70’s. Those who know say he could 
make it on the professional golf circuit. 

But Larry’s life was changed when he heard and received the mes- 
sage of Christ as a teenager. He had little contact with the church till 
then, and the change was marked. He knew he had to share with other 
young people what Christ meant to him. 

At the age of eight he had started contributing to the family income 
by working at various jobs. At seventeen when he faced the prospect of 
college with no money, he turned to the field that has become his special 
province — salesmanship. In less than three weeks he had made his 
company’s “President’s Club” and earned enough money to pay for his 
first semester’s schooling. He can only sell what he believes in, but that 
he can sell like nobody’s business. His contagious enthusiasm and 
logical presentation make him equally effective in the business world 
and on the platform. 

As a high school sophomore he represented Western Canada in the 
"International Teen Speaker Contest" sponsored by Youth for Christ 
International. 

Since graduating from college his work on behalf of two theatrical 
motion pictures, The Restless Ones, on teenage delinquency and Way 
Out, on narcotics addiction, have qualified him as an authority in the 
fields of delinquency and drug abuse. His association with actual 
"junkies” on the rooftops and basements of the drug infested areas of 


New York City have given him personal insight into the drug problem. 
Among his closest friends are members of the cast of ex-addicts who 
portray themselves in Way Out. 

He has also conducted scores of Youth Crusades and for a time 
worked with Charlie "Tremendous" Jones, one of the great salesmen 
and motivators of our time. 

Just recently his alma mater, Trinity College in Florida, presented 
him with a special award for outstanding achievement. 

Larry's special love is to work with teenagers. He understands their 
hangups and speaks their language. He is presently pursuing his first 
love as he travels throughout North America doing radio and TV inter- 
views in connection with the film Way Out. Larry also travels over 50,000 
miles a year appearing in high schools as an assembly speaker. This year 
he will speak face to face with over 500,000 teenagers. 

After an assembly at Linwood High School in Linwood, New Jersey, 
the Junior class president wrote: 

"Speaking for the entire Junior Class, I thought 
your presentation was the greatest, most awe- 
inspiring speech that I’ve heard. Throughout the 
day following your appearance I heard many stu- 
dents praising the entire assembly. Even the so- 
called 1 coolies ' or ' hippies ' enjoyed it.” 

One of Larry's most recent speaking engagements was in the Pitts- 
burgh area where he appeared with two nationally known recording 
groups before 1,500 teenagers. A newspaper reporter covering the event 
wrote: “Even before the next performer, Larry Smith, could reach the 
stage, the crowd of teens began their cheers. The speaker, a native of 
Winnipeg, Canada, had talked at Har-Brack High School and he wasn't 
forgotten. Beginning his ‘straight from the shoulder’ discussion with a 
light humor, he continued with warnings against booze, pot and lack of 
respect. But Smith seemingly didn't alienate his audience with these 
subjects — they listened attentively.” 

This recording was made at Union High School in Union, New 
Jersey, and is itself convincing proof of Larry’s love and acceptance by 
young people in the mod world. Part of his success has to be that just a 
few short years ago he himself was a teenager!

Julie London might best be described as the girl with the “come hither” 
voice. As she sings she injects a warm, intimate appeal into even the most trite 
lyric, so that the temperatures of all the male listeners soar right up to the zenith 
of the thermometer as the very first sensitive words percolate through the radio set 
or out of the grooves of a record. Julie is well experienced at whipping up the 
excitement of an audience a few seconds after she has appeared on the stage 
and commenced to slide her voice through a microphone, 

In this, Julie's first long playing album, her golden voice is handsomely offset 
by Barney Kcs&el’s brilliant guitar playing and Ray Lcatherwood’s compelling, 
solid bass — a blending of three consummate skills to produce an intimate, sleek 
and sultry creative whole. 

This lithe and talented singing goddess has recently completed a highly 
successful engagement in Los Angeles at John Walsh's 881 Club, the Irish “Moulin 
Rouge" For ten exciting weeks the spacious club was packed with London 
devotees and fans, all determined to drink in every word being breathed by their 
idol, all jammed so tightly that they formed a solid human wall about the stage, 
leaving no room for any dancing. Local reporters complained that so tightly were 
the fans packed that they had great difficulty getting near enough to take any 
pictures, and it was just hopeless for them to try and get a personal interview 
afterwards. Julie's dressing room was always a mass of flowers, fervent fans and 
finery. 

A performer who radiates charm and friendliness, Julie is a beautiful, 
piquant and yet unassuming young woman who has flaxen hair, and eyes as blue 
as South Sea lagoons; she has enough sex appeal to stampede a Rotary luncheon; 
her figure alone could revive the imagination of a dying hermit. All these 
qualities are evident in her soft, husky, furry singing style. Her choice of numbers 
in this album is just right— ranging from / love you to Cry me a river, the latter 
being a lush, lachrymose item written especially for Julie by her childhood 
friend, Arthur Hamilton. Cry me a river, when heard by fellow members of the 
radio and musical profession, created an instantaneous and enthusiastic reaction. 
As a result of this uniform response, Liberty Records, who have Julie under 
contract, issued Cry as a best-selling single record. (Incidentally, the next long 
playing album planned for Julie will be called “About The Blues”, and Arthur 
Hamilton nas written another potential best-seller for it entitled Bouquet of 
blues.) 

Julie has already appeared in several films, including “The Fat Man”. "Tap 
Roots . I ask Force’, ‘‘I he Return Of The Frontiersman” and row in prepara- 


tion. “The Fighting Chance". In the field of entertainment, where compc*ition is 
stiller than a regimental sergeant-major's upper lip. Julie has more than a fighting 
chance. Let's put it in anothci way— if, within a few months after this album is 
re. eased. Julie London isn’t at the summit of the singing world, then it means 
that the whole listening public has suddenly lost its sense of values 

“Julie Is Her Name” was recorded in Hollywood during August 1955 
Bobby Troup pioduced the session and the expert engineer was John Neal 
Liberty's Spectra Sonic Sound is a proces„ which incorporates the use of an 
advance design ot the famed Tclefunken rr.icrophopc in conjunction with Altec 
Lansing power amplifiers and Ampex Recorders. This combination, plus special 
microphonmg and studio acoustics, has been utilized to icproducc a brilliant 
sound. It seems that when you play this record Julie London s wonderful voice 
is really in the same room. You can't resist just glancing behind your record 
cabinet to make certain she isn't there. 

The thirteen songs which comprise this album are not in rhe true sense 
identical, yet they have one thing in common: an air of bitter-sweet love. Even 
the merry lyrics seem to say it . . there is a sweet impermanence about things, 
the marigold will lose its yellow; spring will not last forever; not all butterflies 
will stay genial 

Yet the singer is a sharp contradiction of this proposition. She's a happy 
creature, full of summertime. To be more specific, she's an adroitly arranged 
110 pounds, an actress of real merit, and at the moment, the .lewest and most 
sought-after supper club entertainer on the West Coast. 

Her voice is unique. It is not one of those Broadway show voices which turn 
the pit band into a distant fife. Nor will she ever make La Scala without serious 
diplomatic intervention. Her voice is smaller, a good deal more exact and 
perfectly true. Given such a superb musical accompaniment by ihe famed jazz 
guitarist Barney Kessel and bassist Ray Leatherwood, her personality has been 
fully captured on this record. 

She opens the first side quietly with Say it isn't so, yet her rendering of the 
theme carries tremendous implications. It suggests that this is not a single case of 
lost love, but rather every case of lost love that ever happened, a kind of 
national anthem for the lonely. It never entered my mind is turned by Julie into 
a genuine ode of i egret, she really tugs at the heart-strings with this interpreta- 
tion. Easy Street, which follows, finds Julie bearing out the mood ot the title 
with a casual, relaxed method of expression. After listening to this song 
S' wonderful hits one like a bomb! The number only lasts for ninety seconds, and 
seems even shorter because of the quick bursts of immaculate phrasing. The 
track is only disagreeable because it's over before you've had enough Fortu- 
nately, however, this is a record and you can keep going back to the song It's 
certain that you will, too! No moon at all is sung by Julie in almost confidential 
fashion. She sounds husky, forbidden, conveying the impressions of a mysterious 
night, an elusive yet strangely enchanting voice. Then, maintaining the air of 
mystery she sings Laura, that wonderful film theme which has inspired so many 
singers and musicians ever since it first appeared. Listening to Julie's version is 
a haunting, unforgettable experience. Gone with the wind is another fine gift to 
the listener, but don’t think that Julie has run out on you so soon. Just flip over 
the record and she’s there again. 

Cry me a river, which has all the qualities of a blues lament, is a real 
tribute to the talents of its composer, Arthur Hamilton. In this particular case, 
the beautiful Julie is heard commanding a mythical tormentor to “cry a river". 
/ should care, a standard favourite for a number of years, finds her voice singing 
wistfully out of tempo at the outset, then gaining in intensity as the accompani- 
ment plays warmly behind her. I'm in the mood for love contains a lyric that 
has always strongly hinted at the pleasures of love; sung by Julie, the issue is 
sufficiently urged to make many an old man in bathrobe and slippers forget for 
a moment that such things are a matter of memory. I'm glad there is you has a 
more straight-to-thc-point love lyric; Julie doesn’t pull any punches as she 
weaves her way through the imaginative words. Can't help lovin dat man. 
despite its youthful emphasis, has a rather autumnal air when sung properly, 
in short, when sung the way that Julie tackles it here. To complete the album, 
she sings / love you, and she seems to make the lyric her own. making the 
listener think that the song couldn’t possibly be expressed in any othei way 

After playing through this record you’ll be left waiting impatiently for the 
emergence of her next album In the meantime, however, you still have the 
security of this one; go back to the beginning of this album, and you'll have the 
great experience of hearing her magical, wonderful voice all over again You'll 
want her next album, but you certainly won't grow tired of this one in a hurry!

Introduction of the mirror to be sure student 
maintains a pleasant, calm, and relaxed 
countenance. Repetition of special rhythmic 
material to encourage slower, more careful 
speech. Record ends with instructions aimed 
directly to the student, designed to help him 
to help himself towards perfect speech. 


SIDE 1 

Beginning with a story designed to promote 
complete relaxation and a receptive mood in 
the student, this record continues with some 
breath control practice and repetition therapy. 

Side 1 ends with a delightful narration which 
instills a peaceful and happy attitude and 
induces good receptibility to further practice. 

HELPING THE STUTTERER 

The most frequent cause of stuttering is shock. These shocks are varied and many. Stutterers 
are usually shy and timid and it is important to try to help them towards confidence. Many 
stutterers are anemic and nervous, therefore need cod liver oil, iron and extra vitamins. It 
is important to understand that stuttering is not a habit - but fears and anxieties are habits. 

At a time when the student is receptive to a confidential talk, it is good to try to bring out 
the fears and anxieties which cause the stuttering, and to discuss these fears calmly and with 
understanding. Try together to work out a solution to any outward situation or the inward 
disturbance that is the real cause of the fear, which in turn causes the stuttering. Discuss 
the stuttering quietly and without emotion. Cultivate a calm, tolerant, helpful attitude. 

Ask the stutterer to tell you about a tragic occurrence he has experienced because of his 
stuttering. It will surprise him to find that in retrospect it doesn't seem so bad. When fear 
is followed by pleasantness, fear is decreased. Encourage him to talk about things that make 
him unhappy or frighten and disturb him. When these fears have been exposed, they become 
less fearsome, and often the disturbing element can be eliminated or greatly diminished. 

Other important suggestions: Try to lead the student into a relaxed mood before each practice 
session with these Speech Correction Records. Keep the records in their protective jackets, 
together with his own mirror, always readily available for practice. Try to provide a quiet, 
private area or room where the student will know that he will not be interrupted while he is 
working with his records. Results can be obtained only if the records are used faithfully, 
according to directions, and with respect to the student's need for peace, quiet, tranquility 
and privacy. The family as a whole should cooperate fully in order to achieve best results.
